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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 11-19, 21-25, drawn to relay server, classified in class 709, 
subclass 230. 

II. Claim 20, drawn to a service delivery system, classified in class 709, 
subclass 227. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in 
scope and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination 
is separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination I has separate utility such as 
authenticating the user. Subcombination has separate utility such as establishing a 
session and billing. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

In particular, the two inventions appear to be part of a larger computer system, 
wherein each subcombination contains features that may be used independently of 
each other in a number of combinations within the larger system. 

Additionally, since Applicant has cancelled all original claims and presents new 
claims, there is a strong presumption that Applicant has shifted the claimed invention. 
Since the Office does not generally permit shifts after examination has commenced, 
Applicant is requested to clarify on the record why the current claims read on the 
originally-presented claimed invention.
